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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants have not provided adequate 
evidence that all xanthine oxidase inhibitors will act to treat hypertension . Applicants have named only 2 which have the claimed activity 
and accordingly the examiner has rejected the claims under 35 use 1 12, first paragraph, the art cited by the applicants fail to establish 
that the claimed known compounds have the activity claimed by the applicants. There is insuffient teachings i applicants specification that 
all xanthine oxidase inhibitors are capable of treating hypertension. The applicants have not provided sufficient data or teachings to 
support the generic claims. The rejection under 35 U.SC. 103 (a) is maintained since Mentrup et al. teaches that allopurinol at the time of 
applicants' filing date was known as a hypertensive agent. That other uses were found for this compound does not render the teachings in 
Mentrup et al. invalid. The rejection under 35 USC 102 is maintained since once the known compound is administered, for whatever 
treatment, prevention is accomplished and inherent in its administration. See In re Novitski previously cited.. 
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
